Listening In 


GHOULD oie listen in to Nazi 

broadeast? This question 
might have been readily and 
definitely answered before: the 
war—to the effect that no great 
harm would come of the prac- 
tice: Since the war began,.how- 
ever, the situation has changed 
as a matter of course, and the 
question may require several 
answers. 

Much, depends on the person 
who listens in. There are people 
depressed when 
they hear anything unfavourable 
to' the ~“Allies;~ even” when that” 
news .is a palpable falschood.

“UNIVERSE IS NOT 
AFFECTED 


A “CATASTROPHE of 
colossal proportions through the 
explosion of “@ sun inthe Milky 
Way” has been reported by the 
astronomers of the Erfurt and 
Hamburg observatories, says 
United Press. 

Their report, states that the sun 
“was similar to ours, and suddenly 
exploded through .a disintegration 
of the aloms of which it was com- 
posed. 

“Phe force of the sudden re- 
lease of energy hurled the sun into 
the universe In all directlons 
with a speed of millions of Kilo- 
metres an hour.” 


Mr. H. S. Spencer Jones, Astro- 
nomer-Royal, said that the explosion 
will have no’ practical effect on the 


universe, 
The Cause 


“I, might be the first phenomenon 
of its kind in our universe since the 
sixteenth century,” he added. 

“The cause of these ‘Novae, os 
wo call them, fs not known. Judg- 
Ing by the descripifon given by 
the German astronomers, this may 
be a super Nova. 

‘*aVe have no first hand experience 
tof super Novae, but there would be 
[an astronomicat Incrense in the size 
and brightness of the star. 
| “We shall hear from the Inter- 
Inational Astronomical Bureau at 
Copenhagen the cxact position of 
this Novn, and we shall then’ be able 
to photograph its later stages. 

“Even though there is’ a ‘war, 
nstronomical information {is still ex- 
changed between belligerents and 
neutrals through this bureau.”
